SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The law requires the undersigned to report the state of common 
Schools in this town. It is thought best to begin with particulars 
respecting each school, and then add suggestions. 

No. 1. Miss C. L. Clark taught both terms of eight weeks 

each. In summer 15 scholars—average attendancel3. In winter 
25 scholars—average attendance 20, The teacher has energy, and 
would doubtless have more ina larger school. At first we feared 
she would not be strict enough in discipline, but the examination 
removed that fear. The scholars improved very considerably.— 
Miss Clark is capable of doing much good in teaching. 
No. 2. The summer school of eight weeks was kept by Miss 
N. M. Fitts. Number of scholars 28, average attendance 25. It 
was her first effort in teaching. So far as we could see in our visits 
she seemed apt to teach and govern. If she sets her mark high 
and strives to do all that will add to her usefulness, she may be 
highly successful. 

The winter term of eight and a half weeks was kept by Mr. C. 
H. Wilson. Number of scholars 35, average attendance 30. It 
was his first school. He seemed uncommonly even in his disposi- 
tion, easy and ready in giving instruction, and deeply interested in 
his work. With experience he may become a teacher of the first 
class. More care in governing is essential. Some of this defect 
must rest on the miserable school house. 

No. 3. Miss 8. W. Emerson taught the summer school of seven 
weeks. Number of scholars 36, average attendance 31. She isa 
most valuable teacher; makes no effort to show off what she is 
not ; and because she did not talk and praise herself some were not 
ready to praise her. She did not spend weeks merely for exhibi- 
tion. Those who studied Grammar, Arithmetic and Geography 
made great improvement, and did credit to her and themselves. 
The small scholars did not seem to advance so much—perhaps the 
fault was in them.

The winter school of nine weeks was kept by Mr. F. W. Par- 
ker. Number of scholars 42, average attendance 84. He is ener- 
getic, and inspires interest in some, but we feel he needs to en- 
courage the dull scholars, and show them how to study, and appeal 
more to conscience and less to ambition. He teaches too much in 
concert, to the injury of. backward scholars. His report in the 
Register does him no credit. 

No. 4. Miss 0. R. Smith taught the summer school of six 
weeks. Number of scholars 33, average attendance 27. She is 
well qualified, and from what we could see at several calls and the 
close, the school appeared well. The recitations were generally 
prompt. / 

The winter term of thirteen weeks was kept by Miss R. E. 
Haskins. Number of scholars 39, average attendance 30. She 
has experience in teaching, and from several visits we had favorable 
impressions respecting the progress of the scholars. The drifting 
snows prevented our being present at the close. 

No. 5. Miss A. How kept the summer school of ten weeks. 
Number of scholars 22, average attendance 17. She had not 
taught before, and was young, yet she made a very good beginning, 
She needs to be watchful in governing. 

The winter term of nine weeks was kept by Miss A. Underhill. 
Number of scholars 33, average attendance 25. The examination 
did credit to teacher and scholars generally. To her comfort and 
usefulness she had improved from a suggestion in our report last 

ear. 
i No. 6. The summer school of 12 weeks was kept by Miss A. 
Underhill. Number of scholars 21, average attendance 17. She 
has the faculty of pleasing her scholars. There was quite marked 
progress among the small scholars. 

The winter term of five and two-thirds weeks was in the new 
house. Number of scholars 21, average attendance 19. The 
teacher, Miss 8. M. Sawyer, has experience, and is very quiet, so 
much so that at first we feared she wanted energy, but the examin- 
ation proved the opposite. The lessons were promptly recited, sin- 
gle pieces and dialogues were spoken and compositions read. The 
scholars seemed determined to pay for a new house, and will do so 
if the parents furnish a good teacher. 

No. 7. Miss A. C. Southard taught the summer school of sev- 
en weeks, having taught the same the year before. She is gentle, 
and the scholars progressed. A little stricter discipline is desira- 
gle. Number of scholars 23, average attendance 22. 

The winter term of ten weeks was taught by Miss 8. D. Coch- 
ran. A very sedate and useful teacher. All the classes appeared 
to advantage, and the order was good. Number of scholars 36, 
average attendance 30. 

No. 8. Miss M. A. Mitchell kept the summer term of seven 
weeks. The scholars were still and gave many marks of improve- 
ment. Number of scholars 13, average attendance over 12. 
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The winter term of seven and a half weeks was kept by Mr. S. 
S. Marden who taught the same the two winters previous. Some 
in that school have advanced rapidly in the two past years. One 
mother thought the teacher too severe in punishing her son, We 
have not the facts to form an opinion. ‘There should be order in 
schools, and if children truly obey there will be no difficulty. 

In District No. 4, there was a private school of seven weeks, 
the same teacher as in the winter, giving the children a school of 
26 weeks for the year. In the autumn a select school of ten weeks 
was held in the vestry, kept by Mr. F. W. Parker; 48 scholars. 
It wasa very desirable opportunity, and some who had been at 
work earning money attended and learned, in our judgment, what 
was much more valuable than wealth, and we hope many such will 
yet embrace similar opportunities. 


Scoot Houses. The past season the house in No, 6 was made 
new; the steep inclined plane was made level, and is now a very 
pleasant room, where children can stand or sit in comfort, and when 
the house is painted outside and in, it will do honor to the District. 
The house in No. 8 has also been much improved, and if Districts 
1, 2 and 3 repair or rebuild their houses this year, our town will be 
well furnished. It is impolitic and cruel to neglect this matter. 
It is torture for children to sit with feet unsupported and on nar- 
row seats in a cold house. The result often is fatal diseases of the 
joints, spine and lungs. The old houses, also, are in many ways 
highly injurious to morals. Besides, scholars will soon learn enough 
more to reward the parents for building good school houses. Let 
the friends of order and learning do forthwith what will honor 
themselves and the next generation. 


Teacuers. They should look to a higher standard. If they 
will think and receive suggestions they may learn some of their de- 
fictencies. In some instances scholars may modestly suggest to 
teachers ; for example: one pronounces tacitly, tacketly ,and a schol- 
ar corrects. Again, armistice was pronounced armstic, ¢ hard— 
and of course the large class did not know how to spell the word, 
because there is no such word in the English language. Teachers 
do not think enough, and scholars will not unless they are led along 
and encouraged. 


Booxs. The Supt. Committee recommended a new set of Read- 
ers,—Sargent’s,—which have been very generally taken in town ; 
- some 65 dollars’ worth have been distributed, saving the parents 

more than 25 dollars, as the publishers let us have them much less 
than the retail prices, and took the old books as exchange in part 
pay. Besides, the books are highly valuable and will probably be 
used for many years to come. 
We hope parents will do ail they can to have children keep their 
books more carefully. The habit of destroying or preserving is 
formed in youth. 
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Morats. On this topic let teachers and others mark the law. 
Chapt. 77, Sec. 20. “It shall be the duty of all persons entrusted 
with, or engaged in, the instruction of the young, diligently to im- 
press upon their minds the principles of piety and justice ; a sacred 
regard to truth, love of country, humanity and benevolence; sobrie- 
ty, industry and frugality ; chastity, moderation and temperance ; 
and all other virtues which are the ornament and support of human 
society ; and to endeavor to lead them into a particular understand- 
ing of the tendency of all such virtues to preserve and perfect a re- 
publican form of government, to secure the blessings of liberty and 
promote their future happiness, and the tendency of the opposite 
vices to degradation, ruin and slavery.” We and many parents 
feel renewed attention should be paid to this matter so vital. Some 
years since a teacher in this town remarked that one youth of 14 
or 15 years, came to school so much under the influence of strong 
drink as not to be fit for study. Profane and obscene language 
ought to be frowned upon, and when scholars persist in it they should 
be punished or excluded from school. 

The Superintending Committee asked the scholars to do three 
things, and on so doing their names were to be reported, viz: not 
to be absent, not to be tardy and not to whisper. Had it not been 
for sickness, and cold weather, and old school houses, more would 
have done the three things. Some did not whisper, others were not 
absent; only the following were reported as doing all three things:
